1926 SCHEDULE READY 



Sports at Lower Merion High 
School will be supported in the 
future by the school's athletic re- 
ceipts instead of by the money of 
taxpayers as the result of steps 
taken by the student council of 
the senior high school at a meet- 
ing Monday. ■ f: 

A special fund for permanent 
equipment Avas established and 
an initial payment of $1340 was 
made into it by the council. 
Among other things that the fund 
provides for is the equipment of 
all athletic teams. 

The money paid into it was part 
of the receipts of the football sea- 
son. Lower Merion High this 
year took in over $6200 as gate re- 
ceipts on its games. The seating 
capacity on the improved athletic 
field, which was increased from 
iooo to 4000 during the summer 
caused an increase of 50 per cent 
in the receipts this season ovet 
last. 

Lower Merion has now billed 
all gridiron opponents for next 
year. The completed schedule 
was announced this week by 
Principal Charles B. Pennypacker. 
Stronger Schedule. 

The list for 1926 is a stronger 
one than the schedule played this 
year. Two schools have been 
dropped and others considered 
stronger, taken on in their place. 

Northeast, which was beaten 
the past two years with little diffi- 
culty has given up its place on the 
L. M. H. S. schedule to Penn 
Charter of Germantown, one of 
the strong inter-academy league 
teams. And in the place of Potts- 
town, which went down two sea- 
sons to big defeats at the hands 
of the Maroon and White elevens 
there appears Upper Darby High.

NO FUEL SHORTAGE 
HERE, DEALERS SAY 

Main Line Need Not Worry 

if Anthracite Tie-Up 

Continues. 



PLENTY SUBSTITUTES 



There is no coal crisis — not on 
the Main Line at least. Such is the 
unanimous declaration of Lower 
Merion coal dealers. 

In this they agree with Repre- 
sentative Benjamin H. Ludlow, of 
Ardmore, who last week attacked 
Governor Pinchot's call for a spe- 
cial session of the Legislature, 
calling it "darn nonsense." Citing 
the "coal crisis," one of the points 
mentioned by the Governor in his 
call, Assemblyman Ludlow de- 
clared that as far as the consumer 
was concerned there was no such 
thing. 

Main Line coal dealers, inter- 
viewed this week, upheld him 
There is no troublesome fuel situ- 
ation here, they declared. Soft 
coal and other anthracite substi- 
tutes are plentiful and can be had 
in sufficient quantities to take care 
of everybody for the remainder of 
the winter, if necessary. 

Dealers have been educating 
the public in the use of substitutes 
and several declare that their cus- 
tomers find these more economical 
than anthracite and prefer to use 
the substitutes once they have 
tried them. 

Many Won't Change Back. 

"There are plenty of substitutes 
and there is no necessity of suffer- 
ing for want of fuel," said L. M 
Thompson, of the Thompson yard 
in Bala. "Lots who have used 
coke won't go back to hard coal." 

"There is no crisis nor any kind 
of an excited demand for fuel," de- 
clared Ralph S. Dunne, of the Nar- 
berth Coal Company. .__"TJiere i.f 
sufficient coke'.' scini-Tmtuninous. 
coal and substitutes to take care 
of everybody. There is 110 reason 
why we can't get along for the 
rest of the winter here on substi- 
tutes we are now selling. 
Public Not Worried. 

"As for the anthracite tie-up, it 
may last for some time still, 
though I woidd not be at all sur- 
prised to learn tomorrow that 
some basis for agreement had 
been reached. Roth miners and 
operators can stand a long con- 
tinuation of the strike. The pub- 
lic, however, is not much con- 
cerned over the situation." 

At the office of William H. C. 
Ramsey in llryn Mawr further 
assurances of sufficient fuel were 
given. "Half of the coal-consum- 
ing public wouldn't go back to 
anthracite if they understood how 
to properly burn soft coal," it was 
declared. "Our main problem is 
to convince our customers that it 
is a good substitute. To do this we 
have been sending out sample

Wherever Christianity has left its

HAVERF0RD RADIO TO BE 
ONE OF BIGGEST IN U. S. 

Will Broadcast Choral and Theatre 
Organ. 

A 1 00- watt transmitter, the most 
powerful college radio installation 
i'i the United States and second 
only to KDKA among the Pennsyl- 
vania stations, is now Hearing con- 
struction at Haver ford. 

In taking this step the Haver ford 
College Radio Club expects to make 
jttlV -si' lettwof- its stalirm WABQ, 
j known in all parts of the country 
and in Europe. The transmitter 
mow employed has been redesigned, 
and it will operate on a short wave 
length below So meters, so that con- 
sistent long-distance transmission 
in excess of 3000 miles will be made 
possible. 

The entire installation was de- 
signed by William S. Halstead, '26. 
president of the Radio Club, and 
Irving B. Smith, '27, vice president 
It was built and is operated by 
undergraduates majoring in scienti- 
fic work' at Haverford. In this re- 
spect it is unique among the broad- 
casting stations of America. 

The power of the new equip- 
ment will be twice as great as any of 
the Philadelphia stations. WHAZ, 
Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute, 
Troy, N. Y., with a 500-watt set 
was considered the strongest col- 
lege broadcaster, and has repeatedly 
been heard in Europe. 

The programmes of WABQ have 
been varied and interesting. Mem- 
bers of the faculty of Haverford 
College have often given talks from 
the studio. Other authorities, such 
as Dr. Alichael Pupin, Rev. H 
Emerson Fosdick. Dr. MacMillan. 
Christopher Morley and others have 
been heard at a distance by means 
of the college station. 

This year the programmes have 
been enlarged upon. The recitals 
by Horace" Hustler, at the console 
of the largest theatre organ in the 
world, are broadcast by remote con- 
trol from the Ardmore Theatre, 
every Monday and Friday evenings 
at 11. The Haverford College In- 
strumental and Glee Clubs, "Haver- 
fordians," Main Line Choral So- 
60 pieces, Alain Line Choral So- 
ciety and many other features will 
be sent out at intervals during the 
college year.

Christmas brings to mind the 
many curious and quaint customs 
and usages which have become as- 
sociated with the Holy Day since 
the dawn of the Christmas era. 

When the first Christmas card or 
gift arrives it brings with it the up- 
to-date interpretation of the bestow- 
ing of benefits and happiness. The 
practice was first instituted in Serbia 
about the year 800 A. D. 

Here it was customary to hold on 
the eve of Christmas what was 
known as "Strewing Evening," 
when the mistress of the house 
would gather bundles of straw and 
grain, strewing these about the 
home for the children to pick up, 
the remnants being used in decora- 
tion of the household shrine. An- 
other phase of strewing was ob- 
served in Mexico, with the slight 
modification that the bundles were 
generally tied to the houses. 

Originated in Pagan Days. 

The festival originated in pagan 
days with the asking of the spirits 
a blessing on grain and harvests for 
the coining year. The custom, still 
observed in parts of France of 
stewing grain in great bowls of 
water, dates from about the same 
time. 

Although the strewing of grain 
is a symbol of the wishing of hap- 
piness and prosperity was the 
common vogue for many centuries, 
the Christmas card, as known to- 
day, originated as late as i860, the 
earliest recorded having been de- 
signed in 1846 by T- C. Horslev, 
R. A. 

Santa Claus Very ,Old. 

-.Santa. .Clans, who to. 'ihildn-p., is 
the main reason for Christmas, is a 
mythical gentleman of great an- 
tiquity, and in all probability had 
his origin in St. Nicholas, who was 
born in Germany in the fourth cen- 
tury.

Third, when I moved to Narberth

If I am wrong I will cheerful jj 
admit it; but continuous increase in 
taxes, culminating in this excessively 
stiff one seems to require explanation 
and justification. Narberth can be 
made attractive as a place to live in 
not becrying to spend more money, 
but by so economically and wisely con- 
ducting the business of the borough 
that a maximum of service may be 
given at a minimum of tax.

WRITES TO COUNCIL 

The following letter has been 
sent by John Curtis, of 10.5 Gray- 
ling avenue, to Council, protesting 
the increased tax rate now in pro- 
cess of passage,

To the Incoming Council, 

Narberth, Pa. 
Gentlemen: 

The current issue of "Our Town" 
informs us that the last act of our 
predecessors was to vote a heavy in- 
crease in taxes for the coming year, 
leaving the final action to you. Unless 
I am mistaken or have been misin- 
formed I consider this action unwar- 
ranted, and as a taxpayer I emphat- 
ically protest against it. 

This is the third year in succession 
that taxes have been increased in this 
borough, and we who pay these taxes 
have a right to know some of the de- 
tails of expenditure instead of gener- 
alities. It has been stated that high- 
ways' require most of the increase in 
borough expense; it is pointed out that 
the cost of paving certain streets must 
be met in this way, and that other 
streets must be repaved; that collec- 
tion of ashes and other items in the 
highway budget costs much more than 
formerly. 

As to the first, I believe that it is 
customary to charge against abutting 
property the first cost of paving a 
street, and those of us who have 
bought property on paved streets paid 
for it, as it was included in the cost of 
the properties. In fact, it was stated 
by Council, I believe, when the paving 
of these new streets was authorized, 
that the abutting properties would be 
tharged with 75 per cent, of it, the 
borough assuming only 25 per cent. 
Now it seems we are to be taxed to 
pay the whole of it. I object. 

Second, I do not object to a slight 
increase in taxes if necessary to have 
ashes collected promptly. For the last 
two years mine have been put out the 
night before the day set for collection 
and usually they have remained there, 
unsightly and inconveniently for two 
or threedays. The plea is that the de- 
partment is doing the best it can. It 
will take a verv little increase in taxes 
to meet this situation.

gifts and goodies, and he is also 
said to have dowered three portion- 
less old maids with three bags of 
gold, thus rescuing them from dis- 
tress and sorrow. 

in Holland, where the festival is 
celebrated on December 19. it is cus- 
tomary for children to visit about 



the villages and personally convey 
their good wishes. At night their 
little sabots are left outside the 
bedroom door in expectation of the 
visit of St. Nicholas, but the excite- 
ment of search is added to the ex- 
pectation of the gift, since these are 
usually hidden about the house. 

In Spain the legend of "The 
Three Wise Men" is perpetuated in 
the "Three Kings," who take the 
place of Santa Claus. Santa Claus 
has been said to have had his origin 
in Scandinavia, but it would appear 
that the custom was in the first place 
borrowed from Germany and mod- 
ified to suit local conditions. 

Mistletoe is not the least inter- 
esting of the many symbols of 
Chrismastide. Now regarded as an 
invitation to promiscuous kissing, it 
was regarded with the greatest ven- 
eration by the Druids and was 
largely used at the festival held in 
honor of their divinity, Tutanes, 
which coincided with the present- 
day Christmas. 

Holly, without which no Christ- 
mas decoration is complete, was 
originally used by the Danes, who 
transmitted the custom to England. 
Here there was, at Glastonbury 
Abbey in Somersetshire, a miracu- 
lous thorn tree, which at Christmas 
was supposed to exercise some 
form of benefit over the commu- 
nity, so the thorn, or holly, from 
that time on became the principal 
form of green decoration about the 
house. 

The Christmas tree, one of the 
most picturesque features of Yule- 
tide, had its origin with the Norse 
and Teutonic peoples, who during 
the winters used to bring into the 
house small hemlocks from the for- 
est. These would be carefully tend- 
ed to protect them from severe 
frosts and became the principal dec- 
oration at Yuletide. 

Carols, as popular today as in 
olden times, are as ancient as the 
celebration of Christmas itself. The 
earliest known specimen of the 
medieval carol is preserved in man- 
uscript in the British Museum. It 
is composed in Norman of the thir- 
teenth century.

In no other land is Christmas 
more generally celebrated perhaps 
than in Scandinavia. "Peace on 
Earth, to Men Good-Will," is really 
the order of the season there, where 
the Courts are closed, old quar- 
rels are adjusted and feuds forgot- 
ten. 

Christmas stories, the custom of 
burning a Yule Log and the practice 
of leaving a lighted candle in the 
window to light the way for the 
Kristjne, who brings the gifts, may 
be traced to Scandinavia. Here 
even the birds of the air are thought 
of and a sheaf of wheat placed out 
of doors for them. 

On Christmas eve merrymakers 
go about visiting homes. Boys, 
dressed in white, journey from 
house to house singing carols and 
partaking of refreshments. They 
are usually followed by older per- 
sons in costumes of all kinds who 
perform all sorts of tricks and pan- 
tomimes. These performers, like- 
wise, never leave empty handed. 

In Sweden the preparation for 
Christmas begins on the feast day 
of Saint Lucia, December 13. It 
opens generally with a young girl 
dressed to represent the girl-saint 
who distributes cakes and candy. 
Christmas eve is a grand fete in 



Paris. The "reveillon," or Christ- 
mas eve supper at midnight, is per- 
haps of more importance than the 
Christmas Day dinner. The true 
Parisian divides his Christmas sup- 
per into many courses, taking each 
at a different place and perhaps ar- 
riving home in time to have his 
breakfast coffee. 

In many of the provinces in 
France, particularly in Brittany, it 
is permissible for every single man 
to implant a kiss upon each cheek 
of every single young lady of his 
acquaintance whom he may chance 
to meet upon that day.
